RESOLUTION SCORES 
POULTNEY BIGELOW.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—An ad- 
dress by Poultney Bigelow, Ameri- 
can author, before the Canadian 
Club at Toronto yesterday, in which 
he cast aspersions on the American 
Consular service, was the basis of a 
resolution of investigation intro- 
duced today by Representative Brit- 
ton of Illinois.

accomplice in the bomb explosion 


Mrs. Lavin's departure today from 
the courtroom of Superior Judge 
Franklin Griffin was at the hands of 
two policemen who with difficulty 
warded off her attempts to bite and 
scratch them. She had precipitated 
the incident by striking Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Edward Cunha in the face, 
shouting: 

“You cowardly cur, to humiliate 


me that way.” 
Bourke Cockran, chief of counsel 
for the defense, however, was di- 


Warren K. Billings, convicted of 
murder in connection with the bomb 
explosion for which Mooney is also 
on trial. 

“Part of Billings'’s clothes were 
found in Mrs. Lavin's room and part 
of her clothing in Billings’s room,” 
said Bunner. 

Cunha ordered Mrs. Lavin’s ejec- 
tion and Judge Griffin told her not to 
appear again in hie court, 

M. A. Schmidt, convicted of com- 
plicity in the dynamiting of the Los 
Angeles Times, in 1910, also had a 
room at Mrs. Lavin's home a short 
time prior to The Times destruction. 

Three powder experts testified for 
the State today tn the Mooney prose- 
cution that in their opinion the bomb 
exploded from the sidewalk. The de- 
tense claims tt was hurled from a 
roof and exploded in mid-air. <A 
pipe expert gave testimony to the 
effect that the pieces of pipe found 
about the scene of the blast were 
of one kind and would make a re- 
ceptacle about four inches in diam- 
eter and probably ten inches in 
length.” A clockmaker identified 
pieces of clock picked up near the 
explosion “as parts of an ordinary 
alarm clock.” The 
claims the bomb was set off by a 
time-clock device. - 

A suit-case identi- 
fied as a suitcase handle a bit of 
twisted leather and wood, which 
Was also picked up at the scene of 
the explosion. The prosecution con- 
tends that the bomb was contained 
in a suit case. A half dozen or 
more witnesses had previously testi- 
fied to having seen Mooney, his wife, 
Mrs. Rena Mooney, Billings, Israel 
Weinberg and another man together 
at two different places shortly be- 
fore the explosion occunred.

HE Seventh Regiment. N. G. C., 

has been in a bad way since 

its return from the border of 
Mexico, and only lately has interest 
begun to revive. With one or two 
exceptions, the companies are far 
below the peace strength of sixty- 
five men and three officers. In one 
company it is reported that only one 
man has applied for re-enlistment, 
and he was rejected because he was 
married and the head of a large 
family. Other companies have 
ceased drilling altogether, and have 
made no effort at re-enlistment, 
awaiting decisive information from 
Washington. 

Uniforms were in tatters after the 
border service, guns and other 
equipment were condemned and will 
not be replaced. Neither will the 
men receive pay during the remain- 
der of their service under the for- 
mer organization. As a result drills 
and 1 have been prac- 
tieally abandon in many the 
companies.

Only a few years ago duplication of tax 
levies was held to be illegal; but that bar- 
rier hae been removed. Instances have 
been cited in which the same estate has 
been compelled to pay an inheritance tax 
in three individual States and to the Fed- 
eral government; and that quadruplication 
of taxes has been sustained by the courts. 
Every California estate that pays a State 
inheritance tax must now pay a Federal 
inheritance tax also. Every California cor- 
poration that pays a State corporation li- 
cense tax must pay a duplicate Federal tax. 
Following a recommendation by the State 
Tax Commission a bill has been introduced 


in the Legislature duplicating the Federal | 


income tax. The new Federal gross-profit 
tax is a duplication, with a slight variation, 
of the present corporation license tax. 
Holders of private property are to be en- 
snared through a new “unearned incre- 
ment” tax. 

And what benefits are we to receive from 
these multifold taxes that we did not enfoy 
ten short years ago, before this duplication 
began? Statisticians are coming to the 
opinion that the high cost of living follows 
this constant increase and duplication of 
taxes, rather than higher taxes 
the higher cost of living. 

As our cost of government doubles, the 
number of persons on the State and Fed- 
eral pay rolls doubles, This tax edifice 
must finally topple over. The producers 
will not be able to support the Idlers in 
their munificence and themselves in their 
“misery. But when it crumbles the founda- 
tions of society will be shaken. A wag 
with a penchant for figures has compiled 
statistics, in themselves irrefutable, which 
show that if the present increase in the 


number of people on California State pay 


roll and in our prisons, reformatories and 


asylums continues in the present ratio for 


the next forty years one-half the entire 
population of the State will be on the State 
pay roll and the other half will be forcibly 
confined in our State institutions. 

Is it not about time for us to call upon 
our faddists, our charlatans and our vo- 
litical manipulators in both Sacramento 
and Washington to give us an accounting of 
their stewardship? The protest must come 
from those on the outside, from those who 
pay the freight. Waiting for the tax-eater 
to legislate himself out of a job is like sit- 
ting idly by the roadside waiting for the 
millennium to come along and pick us up.

the inquiry to be raised whether an- 
other Pan-American ideal has been 
shattered. So much was printed 
about the power of the ABC alliance 


that undue expectations were raised 
of its ability to create ideal political 
conditions. 

ABC was the alphabetic symbol 
for Argentina, Brazil and ‘Chile. 
Those countries helped the United 
States out of one of the numerous 
pits that Washington dug for itself 
in handling the Mexican problem. It 
was therefore assumed that they 
might be equally efficacious in dis- 


After the successful interposition 
in the affairs of the United States 


and Mexico, the three republics 
sought to form a league of their 
own. Dr. Lauro Muller, the Brazil- 
ian Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
is so well known the the United 
States, visited Buenos Aires and 
Santiago, and the outcome was a 
series of pacts or treaties. In sub- 
stance these treaties bound the 


three most powerful South Amer- | 


ican nations together In a general 
South American policy, though this 
was not stated in set terms. 
The other south American coun- 
tries did not take kindly to the pro- 
ect. They objected to the overiord- 
and 
even gave voice to their suspicion 
that, in spite of the pacifie purposes 
which were declared to be the object 
of the treaties, there might be a 


lurking purpose of territorial ag- 


grandizement. Aside from this. they 
thought that they were entitled to a 
voice in Pan-American affairs. Some 
of them were equally as stable and 
progressive as the ABC countries. 
Notwithstanding the dissent of the 
other republics, it was assumed that 
the ABC alliance wouwld be cemented 
by the ratification of the treaties, 
when along came the news that the 
Argentine Republic was holding 
back. A new administration had 


come into power through the tri- 


umph of the Radical party, and the 
new President and his advisers did 
not approve of entangling alliances 
with Brazil and Chile. The case 
was not stated in just these words, 
but that was what was meant when 
it was announced that President Irt- 
goyen would not submit the treaties 
to the Arrentine Coneress for ratifi- 
cation, and that the Congress would 
not ratify them, anyway. 

The Radical party in the Argen- 
tine Republic is not aceurately de- 


scribed by its name. While it has a 


very radical policy in matter of inter- 
nal administration, it also has some 
pronounced conservative tendencies. 
These conservative tendencies are 
made clear tn the unwillingness to 
tie up Argertina with Brazil and 
Chile in treaty pacts whose full et. 
feet on its relations with other South 
American countries cannot yet be 
determined. 

Stated in another way. there is 
an XYZ m South America as well 
as an ABC. There are unknown 
quantities both in regard to territo- 
rial relations and as concerns po- 
litical relations. The equation is one 
that apparently, in the view of the 
new Radical government of Argen 
tina, cannot be solved by alphabet- 
ical leagues of the predominant pow- 
ers. The interests of B and C may 
be identical, but it Is not certain 
whether the interests of A are the 
same when i comes to national pol- 
icles concerning veighboring coun- 
tries. XYZ may be said to repre 
sent the other South American re- 
publics and they are factors which 
Argentine statesmen do not care to 


ignore. | 

The recent developments indicate 
that Pan-American ideals are to be 
worked out by each country within 
its own sphere rather than by any 
group of countries dominating the 
rest of the southern continent. The 
ABC powers all continue potential 
because of their strength, but they 
will not dominate the other coun- 
tries by group action. Their moral 
influence on their neighbors will be 
potent so far as it is unselfish, but 
they will all be compelled to recog- 
nize the existente of XYZ as well as 
ABO in South America. .
